XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 
(Supplied by the Commonwealtli Meteorologist, Mr. W. 8S. Watt.) 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of January, February, and March, 1937. 


January.—In the Kimberleys thunderstorms were of almost daily occurrence and the 
monthly totals ranged from 696 points at La Grange Bay to 2,292 points at Wyndham. Rivers 
were everywhere in flood and there was an abundance of grass, while the rains for January 
were the most continuous since 1915. As might be expected from the large totals, some heavy 
daily falls occurred, Wyndham on the 7th and 27th measuring 290 points and 268 points re- 
spectively and Turkey Creek on the 3rd and 4th reporting 245 points and on the 24th and 25th 
295 points. At Fitzroy Crossing the gauge showed 430 points between the 3rd and 5th, while 
Derby registered 212 and 242 points on the 3rd and 6th, and Broome on the 17th and 18th 
reported 353 points. No doubt some heavier registrations were effected at many of the 
stations not sending in daily telegraphic reports. An idea of the monthly totals, compared 
with the average, may be obtained from the following table :—

No records were broken by these registrations, but Wyndham’s total has only once been 
exceeded in January, when 2,824 points were recorded in 1903. 


In the North-West the two years’ drought was broken by the willy-willy which brought 
heavy rains on the 5th and 6th. Although some occasional heavy wind gusts were experienced 
no damage was occasioned by the disturbance, which passed overland bringing good rains to 
the Pilbara, the northern goldfields and portions of the Ashburton and East Gascoyne. Unfor- 
tunately the centre was too far east to benefit the Fortescue, West Gascoyne and Murchison 
and in these areas drought conditions continued, while the Coolgardie Goldfields derived little 
benefit. No further rain fell in the pastoral areas and the month closed with very hot, dry 
weather. 


In the agricultural areas some substantial gaugings were noted on the 13th over many 
of the north-eastern districts and water catchments were in several districts replenished. In 
the other sections of the wheatbelt very dry conditions obtained during the month, no rain 
falling at many stations. 
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In the group settlements and the more southern portions of the fruit country light showers 
were frequent and grasses and herbage derived considerable benefit. 

In Perth both maximum and minimum temperatures were normal but very humid condi- 
tions were experienced in the early portion of the month. Although heat wave conditions 
were noted over inland areas, especially towards the end of the month, no records were broken. 
In Perth the amount of sunshine was particularly high, 82% of the possible number of hours 
being registered during the month. 


February.—The monthly rain chart showed that there had been a serious shortage in the 
Kimberleys, Wyndham with 35 points, Hall’s Creek with 27 points and Broome with 6 points 
having the lowest February totals on record. The willy-willy of the 9th and 10th resulted in 
some over-average figures in the West Gascoyne, whilst its southern movement was responsible 
for fair rains in the northern agricultural centres and south-west coastal areas. Under- 
average results were shown over the goldfields, wheatbelt and the more southern districts, 
while drought conditions still coutinued over the Murchison and portions of the East Gascoyne. 


The month was noted for the development of the willy-willy which was first reported by 
the my. Kangaroo on the morning of the 9th some distance off the North-West Cape. From 
that centre it quickly traversed the coastal areas, passing Carnarvon, Shark Bay and Gerald- 
ton and continuing its seaward track past Rottnest and other coastal towns. After rounding 


the Leeuwin it rapidly lost energy and appeared on the chart as an ordinary depression of very 
slight intensity. 


The gavgings from inland stations showed that the effects of the disturbance were really 
confined to coastal areas, and although some fair registrations were effected over the Midland 
Railway and south-west coastal stations the far inland portions of the wheatbelt and the pas- 
toral areas away from the West Gascoyne were not favoured to any extent. 


During its passage down the coast the willy-willy caused considerable damage to coastal 
towns. while two fishing boats were lost and their occupants drowned. North-easterly gales on 
the 9th were responsible for heavy duststorms on the coast and at country stations, while 
through the dairying country and the group settlements the heavy winds fanned the bushfires 
to dangerous proportions and considerable losses were sustained by settlers’ houses, bridges 
and fencing being destroyed by the flames. Orchardists also suffered losses to their pear and 
apple crops by the heavy gales, as large quantities of fruit were blown off the trees. 


The month was warmer than usual and although no records were broken some high read- 
ings were experienced at coastal and inland stations, many sections of the wheatbelt reporting 


continuous high maxima. Apart from the effects of the willy-willy no rough weather was 
experienced on the coast. 


March.—The chief distribution of rainfall during the month of March was connected 
with the activity of a tropical depression which moved inland and on meeting the cold south- 
eastcrly winds from the Bight brought heavy thunderstorms to the Coolgardie Goldfields and 
the southern agricultural districts between the 1st and 8th. The total rains were at several 
stations in both divisions the heaviest ever recorded during the whole of March. On the gold- 
fields much damage was caused. Extensive washaways occurred and trains were delayed, while 
mines: suspended operations and at Boulder a boy was carried away by flood waters and 
drowned. Considerable damage was sustained by roads, footpaths and culverts. In the 
southern agricultural districts heavy thunder, severe lightning and hail were also noted. On 
the 5th a heavy hailstorm was responsible for considerable losses to the apple crop in the Low- 
den and Brookhampton areas, while tomato and potato crops also suffered severely. Rivers 
were in flood and heavy damage was done to the roads, while farmers lost fencing, gates, 
troughs, windmills and tanks, and washaways occurred on the various railway lines. On the 
other hand, tanks which had been empty were filled, water-carting had ceased and farmers 
were enabled to push on with their seasonal work of preparation for seeding. The following

On the 10th a small cyclonic centre passed over the south-west during the afternoon and 
was responsible for high winds, torrential rain and destructive hail. The centre of the dis- 
turbance lay over Bridgetown and in a limited area the storm completely ruined the apple 
crop. 


Apart from these two disturbances the rains were, on the whole, light throughout the 
remaining divisions, although in the Hast Gascoyne and northern goldfields a few over-average 
totals were noticed. In the Kimberleys and North-West a weak February was followed by 
equally weak rains in March and the position of these divisions at the end of the month was: 
by no means satisfactory. No rain of any importance fell in the West Gascoyne and with 
few exceptions the East Gascoyne and Murchison stations were all below the average. Under- 
average results also extended through the northern, north-eastern and central portions of the 
wheatbelt and also the west and south-west coastal districts. 


Although there were some hot spells on the coast and throughout inland districts tempera- 
tures were about normal, while no really rough weather was encountered at sea.
